THE ENGINEER'S ACCOUNT. 


J. FE Russell, chief engineer of the 
hotel, made a statement of his ex 
rience the night of the fire, which 
thrower some light on the origin of thé 
fire. He says he left the engine room 
about 11:30 o’elock, leaving an assist- 
ant in: charge, and went to his room on 
the fifth floor, near the baggage eleva- 
tor.. He was arou ed about five min 
utes past one o’clock by the shrieks of 
women. He hurried out and found 
the hell filled with smoke, which came 
from the freight elevator, but he saw 
no fire. He started for the south 
purt. of the honse with the view of de- 
scending by the servants’ stairway 
He waé obligéd to craw! on bed hands 
and knees to prevent suff . the 
smoke was so dense. There were a 
number of women on the fifth floor, 
crying piteously for help, whom’’he 
told to follow him to the lower floor. 
Some did and others were too distract 
ed apparently to do as he directed 
Finally he reached ‘the dining floor, 

into the kitchen and descended 
the basement. Here he found the 
smoke very dense, and that the puinps 
connected with the engine had been 
in operation, and that some of the 
employes had been throwing water o 
the fire which, at that time, was 
raging furiously in ‘he store room.

Senator Gordon was not mentioned and 
all the glory was given to Alston. Now 
Truth says Gordon hae about obtamed 
the two hundred thousand dollars for 
Georgia. Teil us the candid truth, who 
put it through congress? Was it Alston, 
or wasit Gordon? You seem to give 
the credit to Gordon in your communi- 
cation. Is it in fact due to him? 


Now, Mr. Truth, will you please 
tell ua where ‘Senator Norwood, 
our Other Georgia senator, Ben Hill, 
and Candler and Dr. Felton and the 
other six Georgia representatives were 
when Gordon was putting this measure 
throngh congress? Were they all 
asleep, OF were they paying no atten- 
tion to the interests or Georgia? How 
was it, Mr. Truth, that Gordon did all 
this and that our other senator and 
nine representatives took no part what- 
everin it? Do you not think they 
were derelict in their duty not to ren- 
der Gordon some aid in a matter so im- 
portant to their state ? 


Again, it is reported that under some 
sort of acontract with Alston and other 
lobbyists, and certain attorneys, they 
are to have twenty-five per cent of this 
money when collected. In other words,

If Gordon did the whole 
thing, upon what ground = can 
the payment of tnat sum of the peo- 
ple’s money by the governor to cer- 
tain parties be justified? 1t seems to 
me it would be very wrong in the gov- 
ernor to give away fifty thousand dol- 
lars ot the money belonging to the tax- 
payers ; if the lobbyists and the attor- 
neys did nothing in the matter, and 
Gordon did it all for the state. But it 
may be said that the lobbyists and at- 
torneys are not to have as much as fifty 
thousand dollars. Then tell us the 
whole truth about it; how much are 
they to have and what cid they do to 
entitle them to that amount, or to any 
of it? Please deal candidly about the 
matter; Mr. lruth. 


Do you really think Governor Col- 
quitt ought to give Alston and his as- 
so¢iates fifty thousand dollars, or 
one fourth of this large sum of the 
people’s money, if ‘sordon alone to 
whom you give the credit, by his ex- 
tions got it from the United States for 
the state-of Georgia?
